United states Supreme Court Jurist De- 
clares ii Empires Millions Were to 
Assimilate Western Methods of 

‘Warfare It Would Be a Menace to 
Rest of World, but Natives Lack 


Homogeneity — Several Powers to 


Absorb Parts. 


Justice George Shiras Jr. of the United 
States Supreme Court, together with Mrs. 
Shiras, was at the Palmer House yesterday 
on his way to Marquette, Mich., where he 
has passed his summers for the last thirty- 


five years. 

In of the Chinese situation he 
said: Just what is responsible for the 
present outbreak in China it is difficult to 
say, but in general it seems to be one of those 
reactions against the. inroads of civilization 
with which the history of the world is filled. 
Dismemberment seems to be the fate of that 
empire, and I am inclined to think it is for 
the best. If united China, with its:teeming 
millions of people, were to thoreughly as- 
similate western methods of warfare and 
manufacturing it would certainly consti- 
tute a menace to the rest of the world. How- 
ever, there is a want of homogeneity among 
the people, and this fact is now a potent 
factor in preparing the way for dismem- 
berment. I regard this as almost certain to 
come, 

Russia to Absorb Northern Part. 


‘Russia will in all probability absorb those 
northern portions of the empire contiguous 
to its Siberian possessions, while England, 
France, and Germany, and possibly other of 
the European powers will absorb other parts 
of the empire. In this way the great em- 
pire will become divided up into practically 


several nations, with good results, I believe, 


both to the people themselves and the world 
at large. 

“This same process of absorption is now 
place in Africa, and in the future 
this ‘dark’ continent is destined, I believe, 
to form thé theater of great development 
and activities. It is wonderfully rich in 
natural resources, and the surplus popula- 
tion of overcrowded Europe will in time 
convert it into great and prosperous States. 


Defeat Not a Blow to the Boers. 


“The present war in sou Africa is in 
line with this spirit of development by which 
a superior civilization is supplanting an in- 
ferior one. England's supremacy is not go- 
ing to bring with it the evil results to the 
Boers which they as well as some people 
in this country seem to believe. It will, on 
thé other hand, prove to be a blessing to 
them, because of the better general condition 
of affairs which is certain to come from the 
government which it will institute. Neither 
do I regard thé result of the war as a blow 
to the independence of those people. 


IJ am rather inclined to believe that even 


as a dependency of England, such as Canada 
or Australia, they would in reality enjoy 
a larger measure of popular government 
than they have under their so-called repub- 
lic, which in reality has been an oligarchy. 
Eventually I am of the opinion they will 
succeed to their independence.“ 


COX AND BOLDENWECK DIFFER. 


Hold Opposite Views of Effect of Drain- 
age Canal on Chicago Climate— — 
Blow to Roadway. | 


1 * 


President Boldenweck of the Drainage 
board has assumed to cast a blanket weather 
forecast over Chicago, holding that the in- 
fluence of the canal drainage is to make 
cooler summers and warmer winters down 
as far as Joliet. In proof he draws largely 
upon the present fact of cool weather. Just 
here, however, Professor Cox of the United 
States Weather bureau challenges the 
weather expert of the sanitary district. 

Mr. Boldenweck’s chief basis for reckon- 


ing has been that the canal is drawing cold- 


er water to the southern end of Lake Mich- 
igan, filtering it through the city and hurry- 
ing it on down the Illinois Valley at the rate 
of 360,000 cubic feet a minute. 

“Temperatures off shore in Chicago are 
away below the normal of the last few 
years, said President Boldenweck. I 
hold that they will remain so and that the 
cool water which is to be responsible for 
cooler summers in Chicago will in like man- 
ner cause milder winters.”’ 

Weather Forecaster Cox brings the ma- 
chinery and records of the Weather bureau 
in disproof of the theory. 

“First of all,” said Professor Cox, the 
present summerghas been unusually cool in 
all the northern tiers of States. It is the 
coolest season in perhaps ten years, but it 
is widespread. 

„As to Lake Superior water, it is hardly 
likely to come into Lake Michigan. To do 
so it would have to come through Lake 
Huron, and as Huron ts one foot lower than 
Lake Michigan this is not possible.

ROOSEVELT IS CHEERED.

Philadelphia, Pa., June 20.—[{Special.J—_ 
When 10,000 people, more or less, are packed 
in & great convention hall for the purpose of 
Seeing a President nominated and then have 
ail plans upset without notice to them they 
are apt to leave in a disgusted frame of 


It had been generally understood this 
 Thorning that President McKinley would be 
neminated for re#lection during the after- 
noon in a series of brilliant speeches, led off 
by Benator Foraker. It was even su 
that after the President had been nomi- 
nated, if the convention should develop a 
Whirlwind fer Roosevelt, the whole thing 
might be finished up today. 2 

None of these things happened, but for 
two hours and a half the convention pro- 
ceedings were allowed to drag in a manner 
which was absolutely disgusting to the large 
and brilliant audience. 


To Check Roosevelt Sentiment. 
They did not understand that all this was 
part of a carefully laid plan. The managers 
saw that if matters were pushed today the 
Roosevelt enthusiasm would be likely to 


earry everything before it, and the scheme 


of throwing the Presidential nomination 
over until tomorrow was adopted for 
the express purpose of allowing the Roose- 
oll enthusiasm to evaporate. Everything

It was half an hour after noon when the 
band struck up “ The Star-Spangied Ban- 
mer,” and almost immediately after the ) 
prayer Senator Wolcott introduced tb 
the ‘convention the fifteen surviving mem- 
pers of the Fremont association.

Harmony in Every Way. ; 
There never was such a convention as this 
of 1000 for unanimity of opinion, at least on 
surface. The report of the Committee on 
Cregentials as presented by Congressman 
Payne of New York had in it enough ma- 
terial for disturbance to have kept an ordi- 
ar convention going the better part of the 
Gay. Practically all this work of the Na- 
tional.committee was indorsed. The perfec- 
tion of the party machinery was exhibited 
by the way in which half a dozen Southern 
delegations were seated and unseated, and 
the whole report was adopted without so 
much as a protest. | 
The gray-bearded Grosvenor of Ohio, rec- 
Ogniged in the country as the statistician of 
the administration, was cheered in the heart- 
test kind of fashion when he reached the plat- 
form to present the report of the Committee 
on Permanent Organization. There was 
Special enthusiasm when Senator Lodge's 
name was announced as permanent chair- 
man. Governors Shaw of Iowa and Roose- 
welt of New York were appointed to escort 
Mr. Lodge to the platform. It was hard to 
tell which of the three was being cheered so 
vociferously, but it was evident as he went 
back to his seat that the cries were for the 
Spectacular Teddie, who managed to 
maintain all his appearance of extreme mod- 
pety, but at the same time to attract about 
ail the loose enthusiasm there is afloat in 
the convention. . 


Lodge Not at His Best. 


Senator Lodge has a brilliant reputation 
as a finished orator, but the speech he de- 
_Jivered today and his manner of making it 
in not tend to ſmerease that reputation. 
His voice was rather dry and rasping, the 
subject matter was incessantly tedious, and 
taking it altogether the speech was unmis- 
akably tiresome to the convention people. 

ey Ustened respectfully, but without 
much, if any, enthusiasm. 5 

The usual presentations of gavels were 
en made. There were three or four of 
these highly decorated wooden, hammers, 
but after they had been properly received 
Senator Lodge reverted to the use of the 
heavy oaken bung starter with which the 
eonvention had been opened. 

General Harry Bingham, chairman of t 
Sommittee on Rules, presented a repost 
Which started the first element of dissen- 
gion in the convention. The rules submitted, 
in Substance, are those formulated by Mr. 
Reed for the conduct of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, but there were two sections which 
provoked comment. Ex-Senator Quay hada 
resolution providing that each State in future

@ates-at-large and one for each 10,000 Re- 

ublican votes at the last preceding election. 
rhe appearance of the Pennsylvania boss 
on the scene was the occasion of a signifi- 
cant outburst. The hall was filled, of course, 
iin his henchmen, and they yelled them- 
elves hoarse in his behalf. The Quay reso- 
Jution was postponed until tomorrow. 

This was evidently a part of the plan for 
delay and the consuming of time of the con- 
wention in routine matters so as to allow 
the Roosevelt enthustasm to die out. 

There will be a pretty fight in the morning 
over this Quay amendment, which would 
materially reduce the power of the Southern 
delegates in future Republican conventions. 


Indifferent to Platform. 

There was a burst of applause from the In- 
diana delegation when the tall form of Sen- 
ator Fairbanks was seen climbing the steps 
to the platform. The Indiana Senator could 
mot be anything but dignified, but he is so 
tall and slim, and his legs are so long, that 
it seemed as if he took only one step from 
his seat on the floor to his point of vantage 
on the platform. Then the singularity of 
this year's convention was demonstrated 
ence more. The Indiana Senator read the 
platform with considerable emphasis, and 
tt wae entirely new to almost all the dele- 
gates, nevertheless the reading proceeded 

with scarcely a burst of applause from be- 
ginning to end, and the thousands of people 
gossiped and visited and craned their necks 
and used their opera glasses and went in and 
out while a possible nomination for the Vice 
Presidency read the declaration of principles 
on which the Republican party intends to 
appeal to the people in the coming cam- 
paign.

Hundreds and possibly thousands of the 
people had gone some time before, and the 
convention took a recess, after having 
wasted two full days in preliminaries which 
could have been disposed of almost in as 


many hours. | 
of the Convention. | 
It was almost 11 o’clock when the advance 
guard of the great army of visitors crossed 
the Schuylkill and besieged the doars of the 
convention hall. | 
The renomination of President McKinley | 
was to be the event of the day, and every 
road led toward the Export Exposition 
Building. In street cars, carriages, and 
afoot the people streamed thither. There 
are thirty entrances to the hall, mere key- 
holes into the vast amphitheater, and 
through these tiny holes the populace flowed 
unceasingly, gradually spreading over and 
blotting out the great waste of unpainted 
pine chairs. 
As on yesterday, the delegates were slow 
in arriving. But the distinguished guests 
were on hand somewhat earlier. Ex-Post- 
master General Gary and the Rev. Edgar 
M. Levy, the chaplain who prayed at the 
first convention of the party half a century 
ago, were conspicuous on the stage, and in 
prominent seats overlooking the delegates’ 
t sat Adjutant General Corbin and General 
‘ Decorations of the Hall. 


The vases at the corners of the stage today 
contained flaming bunches of crimson ram- 


bouquet of roses and mignonette. The long 
session ahead, with perhaps a tedious, pro-

Some of the members of the National 
Legislative league of the woman su | 
were busily engaged while the delegates 
were assembling, distributing appeals fora 
declaration by the convention favorable to 
woman suffrage.

Senator Lodge, who is to be permanen 
chairman of the convention, came in with 
the Massachusetts delegation at five minutes 
before 12, but there was not a ripple. 


Demonstration for Hanna. 
The first demonstration came a minute 
later, when Senator Hanna entered and 
crossed the length of the hall to the stage. 
He could hardly make his way to the plat- 
form owing t6 the pressure of the delegates 
to greet him as he passed through the pit. 
Senator Foraker aroused the next out- 
burst. Governor Foster Voorhees of New 
Jersey, who arrived this morning from Eu- 
rope, was warmly greeted. He was escorted 
to the platform by Senator Sewell. 


reached the, platform, the ushers carried 
into the pit great bunches of red, white, and 
blue pampas plumes.

Wild Over Roosevelt. 

Senator Depew was not overlooked today, 
and there was a great flutter of handker- 
chiefs from the women when he entered, but 
it was again Governor Roosevelt who set 
the convention wild. 

Still wearing his Rough Rider hat, he ap- 

peared as on yesterday, at the main en- 
trance, and instantly the crowds cheered 
frantically. As on yesterday, as he pushed 
his way toward his seat his progress was 
impeded by the enthusiastic greeting of the 
delegates. 
Senator Platt was by his side. The Gov- 
| ernor did not appear so sternly austere as on 
yesterday. He smiled right and left to the 
plaudits of the multitude. 

While the Roosevelt demonstration was in 
progress the eyes of the multitude were sud- 
denly directed by a strange spectacle in the 
center of the stage, as the Chinese Minister, 
Wu Ting Fang, resplendent in rich Oriental 
silks, and accompanied by Mr. Chung, sec- 
retary of legation, also richly robed in silks, 
came down the middle aisle of the platform. 


Chinese Minister Introduced. 


Minister Wu was first greeted at the en- 
trance by Senator Burrows, who introduced 
him to several of the distinguished public 
men crowding about. | 

Ex-Postmaster General Gary of Maryland, 
who, while in the first McKinley Cabinet, 
was a close friend of Mr. Wu, offered the 
Minister his arm, and the two proceeded out 
towards the delegates, | 

The Minister smiled benignly th h his 
big-bowed spectacles, and acknowledged in 
English the many salutations. General 
Gary seated the Minister and hfs entourage 
immediately alongside the delegates, amid a 
number of women, whose summer silks

Sen- 
ator Wolcott rapped for order as the swell- 
ing strains floated away, wielding the heavy 
mallet with his left hand. | 

When the confusion had subsided the Rev.

The contract starts out with a whereas 
against the indiscriminate sale or distribu- 
tion of quotations,’ which are thus likely to 
find their way into bucket shops, to the 
ee and discredit of the Board of 


Board Furnishes Market News. 

The first clause in the contract is the 
agreement on the part of the Board of Trade 
to furnish the telegraph companies the mar- 
ket, statistical, and other news for a period 
of one year, the telegraph companies to fur- 
nish wire facilities, but the actual collection 
of the quotations to be done by the Board 
of Trade, which, on its part, agrees to main- 
tain the present standard of efficiency. 

The telegraph companies will agree, in the 
second clause, to net knowingly furnish, 
directly or indirectly, quotations to any per- 
son, firm, or corporation conducting a buck- 
et shop or continue quotations in directions 
ent they are retransmitted to bucket 

ops. 


Right to Cut Unauthorized Wires. 
The third clause prevents the telegraph 
companies selling the quotations to any 
other telegraph or telephone company. In 
the fourth clause the Board of Trade is giver 
the right to cut any unauthorized wires 
found connecting with that over which quo- 
tations pass. Clause five provides that 
every sixty days the telegraph companies’ 
shall furnish the Board. of Trade a full and 
complete list of all persons, firms, or corpora- 
tions being furnished market quotations. The 
various sections of section six refer entirel 
to the financial part of the agreement, a dif- 
ferent rate being made for subscribers in and 
out of the city. 

Quotations as often as once each fifteen | 
minutes are to be considered a continuous“ 
service. Accounts are to be submitted by the 
telegraph companies not later than the 10th 
of the month, at which time payment for 
the preceding month's service is also to be 
made the Board of Trade. 

Decision in Kansas City Case. 

The formal entering of Judge Tuley’s find- 
ing in the Christie-Street Commission com- 
pany case, eutting off quotations to that 
concern; was made yesterday. Attorney A. 
B. Jenks, counsel for the Kansas City firm, 
protested against the entering of the order. 
Judge Tuley ruled that no delay would be 
allowed in view of the fact that the com- 
mission company has filed a similar sult for 
a restraining order in the Missouri court.. 

The decree contains the finding of the court 
that the complainant is conducting a bucket 
shop and enjoins the Western Union Tele- 
graph company from sending the Board of 
Trade market report to the Kansas City 
firm. An appeal was prayed.

One 
Wisconsin farmer, who does his own cook- 
ing and owns 160 acres of land, asked 
the Postmaster for a wife 5 feet 4 inches 
tall, 23 years of age, and not heavier than 
145 pounds, specifications which should not 
be difficult to fill, Another man in Michi- 
gan is even less particular. All that he 
requires is that the girl shall have a good 
moral character nal $50 and that she shall 
not have red hair. . 
Similar experiences are reported by the 
men in charge of the emigrant station 
in New York. They receive many applica- 
tions from young men who wish to marry 
women, preferably natives of the coun- 
tries from which che men came to win 
their way in the new world. The emigrant 
bureau does not seem to approve of this 
proceeding, and in several cases it has 
been necessary to import the wives direct. 
A Pittsbarg paper tells of a coal mining 
town in that neighborhood whose citizens 
organized a club for the importation of 
wives and brought over a batch of thirty, 
all of whom were married immediately. 
The only man who did not care to ac- 
cept the wife provided for him found no 
difficulty in getting rid of her to another 
man who was willing to pay the expenses 
of the importation.
